Lindsell, who 
heard the case, dismissed the 
summons. 

‘This morning the defendant in 
the Police Court case, Cher Singh, 
was the plaintiff in a Summary 
Court action before Mr. Justice 
Wood. Thedafendant was Forjs 
Singh. Plaintiff, who was repres- 
eoted by Mr, Af. H. Turner, sued 
for the retara of his promissory 
aote, or, in the alternative, the 
value thereof.

DISTORTING THE FACTS. 


— 


That Chinese labour organisa- 
tions appreciate the valaue of 
publicity is shown by the fact 
that the Isunchmen’s Guild has 
seon fit to issue an edvertisement 
in the South China Morning Post 
setting forth its case and en- 
deavouring to explain to the 
poblic the “ difficult position” in 
which the Guild finds “itself. 
Here we bave s Chinese guild 
using a Beitish newspaper for 
propaganda purposes by means 
of adversisement. That is 2 ase- 
fal lesson to the other side, which 
could have done much to get its 
views before the men concerned 
by utilisiag tha Chinese press in 
the sume manner. As we have 
said before, tbis is an age when 
pablicity counts. We hope that 
by this time the point has gone 
home. 


We realise folt well that all 
that is published by way of prop- 
agenda is not necessarily true. 
But when both sides to = dispute 
goin for, publicity it onght to be 
comparatively easy forthe public 
to judge what is false and what 
is not. In the present case we 
arasatisfied that the Guild bas 
distorted the facts of the situation 
by general statements which 
have nothing to back them up. 
It complains that the owners 
havé taken no satisfactory steps 
to reach a settlement and that 
there have been no “«inceré ra- 
plies” to the demands made. 
The adjectives apart, there is 
abundant evidence that the 
owners have replied to. every 
representation and have made 
and discussed counter-proposals 
in"an ondeavour to come® to 
terms." ‘ “ 


What is very much to the 
point, also, is the fact that the 
Guild has, during the negotia- 
tions, absolately ignored the de- 
legates appointed by tbe owners 
to settle this business, preferring 
to ‘address the owners direct. 
The impropriety of that -pro- 
cedure is apparent, and we may 
be sure thet the Guild would 
have been the first to complain 
had the owners followed a like 
line of policy. As to the merits 
of-the dispute, we are saying 
nothing at the moment, but. we 
do assert that the Guild bss

Shanghai and Publicity. 


Atthe recent annual meeting 
of the Shanghai Municipal Coun- 
cil the question of admitting the 
Press to the deliberations of the 
Council came up for. discussion, 
and.-eventually a decision was 
reached in the negative. The 
chief reason adduced for this 
attitude was that, owing to the 
special character of the proceed- 
ings, direct publicity was inadvis- 
able. lt oust beacknowledged that 
the position of the International 
Settlement is a distinctly special 
one, asthe matters discussed often 
involve diplomatic . considers- 
tions. This still leaves open the 
question whether, in harmony 
with the spirit of these latter 
days, the meeting ought not to 
be accessible generally to the 
pawspapers, with confidential 
matters, perhaps,: taken in 
camere. However, Shanghai's 
Municipality, having » decided 
te the contrary,are doing some- 
thing towards making up for the 
deficiency by the issue of an 
enlarged Gazette. The first isste
